Woman’s Humane Society’ Agents Meet 
With Opposition at the War- 
rant Office. 


In one of the filthiest dens in the city 
@leven little girls are huddled at night; in 
the day time they sally forth to beg, and 
thus gain sustenance for two robust wom- 
en and two young men, who hang about 
saloons and loaf in alleys. 

The den is at 1307 North Fifteenth street, 
and consists of three rooms on the second 
floor of a three story tenement. The 
building is cracked, and has partly 
crumbled. The floors shake under footsteps, 
and one is under apprehension lest the 
rookery tumble at any moment. 

In two of the rooms live Mrs. Mary Nolan, 
her two sons and five little girls. In the 
room across the dark hall are her sister, 
Mrs. Nellie Stanton, and six girls. The 
oldest girl of all is 13, the youngest is only 
whle to creep about on the dirty floors. 

Those girls who are able go forth every 
morning and beg. They frequent Fourteenth 
street, in the neighborhood of the Exposi- 
tion, can be met on Olive and Pine, and 
frequently down town. At night they re- 
turn with their spoils, which are divided by 
the women and young.men. 

These cases were brought to the attention 
of the EmergencyAid Association in March 
and Mrs. Anna Hall of 1631 Lucas avenue 
investigated. She found fifteen girls hud- 
died in the rooms. Several of them ad- 
mitted they were not daughters of the wo- 
men and told pitiful tales. 

“They had evidently been adopted by Mrs. 
Nolan and Mrs. Stanton for the purpose of 
begging.s’ said Mrs. Hall to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. “‘The women told me they 
had no other means of support and were 
compelled to send the little ones into the 
etreet.”’ J 

The matter was referred by the Emer- 
gency Ala Association to the Woman's Hu- 
mane Society and when C. 8. Dabney was 
appointed agent for the society a fortnight 
ago Mrs. T. G. Comstock, the president, 
impressed upon him that this should be the 
first case attended to. 

Mr. Dabney frequented the quarter on 
Fifteenth street for several days and 
watched the children come out and return 
with the spoils. He several times heard the 
little ones accost men and women on the 
atreet; then he saw them visit houses and 
secure clothing. 

On Sunday last Mr. Dabney asked Sam- 
wel Hitt of 1601 Olive street to accompany 
him to the Fagin den that he might have 
a witness, Mr. Hitt did so. There were 
but three or four children in the rooms at 
the time, but the women admitted they 
employed them as beggars. 

As the men were leaving the place a brick 
was thrown from an inner room. It struck 
Mr. Hitt on the thigh, and he wus 80 
bruised that he limped for a couple of days. 
Mr. Dabney says one of the women hurled 
the missile, 
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Messrs, Gadsden and Blow, attorneys for 
the Woman's Humane Society, were con- 
sulted. They could find no ordinance cov- 
ering the subject, and a section of the 
State laws, issue of 18%, applied to the 
case. 

For sending children into the streets to 
beg it provides $100 maximum fine and six 
months in the Work-house for the first 
offense, and a penitentiary sentence for the 
second. The law is explicit and covers this 
case perfectly, so the attorneys say. 

Mr. Dabney called on Assistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney Johnson at the Four 
Courts Wednesday and asked the issuance 
of a warrant. 

“Secure your witnesses,”’ said Johnson, 
“then I will see.”’ 

Mr. Dabney called again Thursday after- 
moon. He named his witnesses, gave their 
addresses and related what he could prove, 
He, further stated that the Woman's Hu- 
mane Society intended to take the children 
from their vile surroundings and provide 
them with pleasant homes. 

“Put your complaint in writing and bring 
i to me to-morrow,” Johnson said. 

Mr, Dabney did not do so, put acting on 
the advice of the attorneys for the soclety 
he asked Mrs, Hall, his Principal witness 
to accompany him to the Four Courts. She 
did so and the two visited the warrant of- 
fice Friday morning. Mrs. Hall related te 
the Assistant Prosecutor what ghe had 
witnessed in the den. 

This conversation took place tn the inner 
Office. Meanwhile two reporters for the 
Post-Dispatch and two for other appers 
were standing in the outer office. Mr, John. 
eon suddenly left the applicants for a war. 
rant and walked up to the reporters. 

“There's a fresh young duck in there 
who has just been appointed by one of 
these woman's gocieties,”’ said the assist. 
Qnt prosecutor, gleefully. “He has been 
pestering the life out of me for a warrant, 
Now just watch me turn him down.” 

And Johnson did turn him down. Mr. 
Dabney did not get a warrant, nor would 
Mr. Johnson recommend that a policeman 
be sent with the agent to investigate. 

“We will investigate the case,” he said, 
“and if we find the facts warrant it, I will 
issue the necessary papers. I will write you 
later what I will do in the matter.” 
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A Post-Dispatch reporter then accom- 
panied Mr. Dabney to 13907 North Fifteenth 
re on Visited the den.

Mr. Dabney says he will not bother-Mr. 
Johnson again, but will ask the attorneys 
for the society to place the case before 
Prosecuting Attorney Mulvihill.

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CrVERE FIGHTING 
IN MACEDON 


GREEKS CAPTURE KRITUDES, BUT 
| SUFFER A CHECK. (3 


THE TURKS RETAKE KRANIA, 


It Is Reported That the National 


League Has Ordered the Irreg- 
ulars to Retreat. 


LARISSA, Headquarters of the Greek 
Army in Thessaly, April 16.—Severe fighting 
has occurred in Macedonia between the 
Greek irregulars and Turkish forces. The 
column of trregulars sent to the right front 
Pitgavitzga, after having invested and cap- 
tured Sitovon, continued its advance toward 
Kritudes, Plisia and Kourduzi, with orders 
to hold Kourduzi at all costs, as it com- 
mands the right approach to Grevena, the 
objective point. 

This column, commanded by Chiefs Zer- 
mos arnd Luzzo, attacked Kritudes on Tueé- 
day. The place was defended by two com- 
panies of Turks. After-a severe fight, dur- 
ing which eighty Turks were killed and 
twenty-five were taken prisoners, the posi- 
tion was captured by the Greeks, who also 
obtained possession of 150 rifles and «a 
quantity of cartridges. 

The insurgents, however, have sufftred & 
severe check in another direction. A strong 
force of Turkish troops from Mecovon, with 
a number of mountain guns, advanced om. 
Krania, which had previously been pe 
ured by the Greeks, and attacked the 400 
irregulars of Greece, who occupied an en- 
trenched position. It is reported that the 
fighting was ferocious on both sides. 

The insurgents eventually were compelled 
to retreat north to the mountains. Some 
of them, however, succeeded in breaking 
through the Turkish lines and escaped 
to Baltino, the town just across the fron- 
tier In Macedonia first captured by the 
Greek irregulars and used by them as @ 
depot for provisions and ammunition. 

The accounts given by the refugees of the 

Turkish losses are beHeved to be exagger- 
ated. They say that 45 Turks were killed, 
while the irregulars. only had eight men 
killed and seventeen wounded. The leader of 
the Greeks operating in that direction, 
Chief Milonas, was among the wounded and 
returned later into Greek territory with a 
number of the refugees. One of the latter 
says that a portion of the Turkish force was 
composed of irregulars, whose dress resem- 
bles that of the Greek insurgents. This, it 
appears, enabled the Turkish force to exé- 
cute a flank movement unheeded by the 
leaders of the Greeks. The refugee referred 
to blames the Greek leaders for badly 
handling their men. 
All the refugees bore traces of having ex- 
perienced great fatigue, and it is reported 
that the Ethnike Hetairia (National! League) 
has ordered the Greek irregulars to retreat 
into Greek territory, regarding further 
bloodshed as useless unless the regular 
army of Greece supports them. 

The Crown Princess has arrived here to 
take part in the work of the ambulance 
corps, 

It is thought probable that Prince Cong 
stantine, the Crown Prince and Commander. 
in-Chief of the Greek forces, will shortly 
move his headquarters to a more central 
position near Zarkos. 

There is a feeling of great satisfaction 
here at the declarations made by Premier 
Delyannis in the Greek Chamber of Depu- 
ties. 

Three hundred Hungarian horses, intended 
for cavalry remounts, were landed at Volo 
yesterday and are being forwarded to Trik- 
hala,

CHINESE TARIFF. 


—— =_>- — 


Duties on Imports Are to Be Increased 
by Consent of the Commer- 
cial Nations. 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—China is to 


have a new set of treaties with the great 
nations of the world, which will in some 
measure emancipate her from the onerous 
restrictions she is now under and enable 
her to adjust her own revenues to the 
nation’s needs. 

Much of the credit for securing the con- 
sent of the commercial powers to the ne- 
gotiation of these treaties is due to Li 
Hung Chang, who employed to the best ad- 
vantage the opportunities afforded by his 
tour of the world. Still the change would 
have been long deferred had not the war 
which China waged unsuccessfully with 
Japan so involved the former in debt as to 
oblige her foreign debtors to recognize the 
fact that China must be given power to 
raise additional revenues. 

At present the percentage 
may be collected on goods imported into 
China from any of the great commercial 
nations is limited by treaty, and the amount 
of revenue thus derived is entirely insuffi- 
cient to meet the present enlarged ex- 
penses of the Chinese Government. Ef- 
forts have been made to increase the rev- 
enues by the imposition of ‘Leking’’ 
taxes, or duties collected on foreign goods 
passing from one Chinese province or dis- 
trict to another. These taxes, however, 
have always been bitterly resisted by for- 
eign merchants and have given rise to so 
much trouble on both sides that there is 
a disposition to abolish them. 

The only recourse apparently is an in- 
crease of the tariff rates, and this can be 
accomplished only by consent of the powers 
which have treaties with China, fixing the 
maximum tariff rates. It happens that the 
first of these treaties to run its course and 
require renewal is that between China and 
Spain, and this will serve as the modei 
upon which the other treaties will be fash- 
ioned as they are renewed, Already

@HE HUMPHREY BILLS HAVE 
PASSED THE SENATE. 


THE HOUSE WILL PASS THEM. 


Chicago Civic Federation, Which Op- 
posed These Measures, Has 
Lost Its Influence. 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, M1., April 16.—The Hum- 
phrey street railway bills passed the Sen- 
ate this morning by a vote of 29 yeas to 16 
nays. Ldttler spoke in favor of the meas- 
ures and denied the accusation that he had 
traded his vote for the bills in considera- 


opposition to the measures had presented 
in all that had been said only two objec- 


tions to the bills—that it takes vested 
rights from the City Council of Chicago, 
and that it continues the 6-cent fare for 
fifty years. The latter proposition, he 
said, was not true, and the former should 


prevail, if all accounts of the crookedness 
of the Council of Chicago were true. 

Warder said that the Legislature was 
asked to assume the responsibility of 
legisiating for Chicago for a_é term 
ef fifty years. He said 
foretell the possibilities of this city in the 
next fifty years and for that reason the 
Assembly could not legislate intelligently 
upon the subject. 


The strength the bills secured in the 
Senate lends color to the prediction made 
by their advocates that they will pass the 

ouse. There is a tremendous force being 
brought to bear in opposition to the meas- 
ures, but it has counted as naught so far. 
Every civic and labor organjzation and 
newspaper in Chicago has beef arrayed in 
opposition to the bills ever since they were 
introduced. Regardless of this fact twenty- 
nine Senators, a majority of whom are 
regarded as the best lawyers in the Sen- 
ate, and whose reputations are the best, 
are in favor of the bills. The bills have 
been more widely discussed and their pro- 
Visions are better known than any meas- 
ures in the Assembly. 

As amended the bills provide for the ap- 
pointment of a commission of three whose 
term of office shall be four years, and who 
shall have absolute control of the street 
railways of the State; the franchises of 
street railways are extended fifty years, 
and they are compelled to pay from 1 to 7 
per cent on their gross rece.pts according 
to the size of the counties in which the 
roads are situated, and the length of time 
the roade are operated. 

The bills will now be sent to the House. 
Tt is likely that those who oppose and those 
in favor of the bills will appear before the 
House as a committee of the whole. The 
opposition will make a strong fight in the 
House and will use every trick and artifice 
known to the lobby to kill the bills. 


The civic soc'eties of Chicago once had a 
strong influence with the Legislature, but 
they have lost most of their strength and 
many of their old frierds have deserted 
them. Representative David Shanahan is 
rrobably the only member that the Civi: 
federation and the Municipal Voters’ 
League can depend upon as an ever-ready 
ally. Many of the members complain that 
these organizations have tried to coerce 
them into voting for reform measures. and 
that threats have been made to defeat 
them if they did not vote according to the 
mandates of these organizations. It has 
come to the place where the worm has 
turned and any measure havi ¢ the friend- 
sh p of these organiz®%tioys starts out with 
a large number of avowed enemies? It is 
doubtful if the Humphrey bills could ever 
have been advanced if these organization 
had kept their hands off.

THE PRICE OF WHEAT. 

In October last year, just before the 
election and after nearly all the crop was 
out of the farmers’ hands, there was a 
sharp advance in the price of wheat. The 
Post-Dispatch pointed out that this ad- 
vance was due partly to speculative and 
partly to political reasons, and predicted 
that prices would go down to the old 
level before the new crop could be put. 
on the market in the spring, thus pre- | 
venting the farmer from getting any of 
the benefit of high prices. Discussing 
this subject editorially, the Post-Dis- | 
patch said, on October 8, 1896: 

The moneyed interests which have been | 
able to precipitate panics are able also to 
bring on a temporary and fictitious boom 
in grain prices. By buying all that is of- | 
fered and millions of options for future 
delivery an advance in prices can be main- 
tained until after the election. If the ad- 
vance is maintained it will serve the pur- 
pose and after the election, if gold wins, | 
they can sell “short’’ on a falling mar- 
ket. As for the great winter wheat re- 
gions in Illinois, Ind ana, Ohio, Kansas, | 
Missouri and parts of Iowa and Nebraska, | 
the crop was marketed weeks ago.

The banners are silken from far Samarcand 
That wave o’er the wombat, the quagga 
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Yilar orders all over the country was consid- 


ered by the originators. It was evidént 
that this would be a great organization, 
and the schemers began their work, 
and many clubs or branches were or- 
ganized under the direction of one Wal- 
ter Vrooman (against the protests of the 
originators of the Workingmen’s Bryan 
Club) by men employed to assist him in the 
discharge of his duties as Secretary of the 
Civic Federation. This was done without 
the knowledge or consent of his superior 
officers in that body. 

In proof of the foregoing statements the 
writer refers to the affidavit of Charles L. 
Cline, sworn to before P. O'Connell, Notary 
Public, Jan. I, ’97. These men, under 
Vrooman’s control, in many instances OF- 
ganized bogus Bryan clubs and directed 
delegates to be sent to the first meeting of 
the Council of Delegates, at “which officers 
were to be elected. A majority of these 
delegates turned down the true and tried 
leaders of the old Workingmen’s Bryan 
Club and substituted in their places men 
more acceptable to their ruler and boss, 
Walter Vrooman. 

At the second meeting (nothing but the 
preamble was permitted read by the newly 
elected President at the first) the consider- 
ation of a constitution gradually revealed 
the fact that there was a scheme under the 
new management whereby the absolute 
control of 12,00 members passed into the 
hands of:an Executive Committee, consist- 
ing of seven members, four of whom 
were leading officers of the club (viz.): 
The President, Secretary, Treasurer and 
Chairman of the Executive Committee. 
These four were to be paid a salary, while 
the amount of said salary was not stated, 
but might be any sum which happened to 
be in the treasury of the club, or that these 
four officers, forming a majority of the 
Executive Committee, might desire to make 
over to each other. And in order to make 
sure that no part of the funds should get 
away from them, it was provided in Sec. 
2, Art. 10, “That no funds should be ap- 
propriated except as provided for in the 
Constitution,” if one member of the Coun- 
cil objected. Each of these interested par- 
ties being members of the Council, and there 
being no other appropriation mentioned 
in the Constitution except their respective 
salaries, ‘those four and no more” should 
have been adopted as the emphatic and sig- 
nificant “motto of the club.”’ 

It further appears from a perusal of the 
proposed constitution that they intended to 
secure ample funds with which to pay sal- 
aries voted to each other. In article 8, sec- 
tion 1, is the following: “The initiation 
fees in this club shall be auxiliary and 
transfer members, 25 cents; active mem- 
bers, 50 cents; honorary members, $%," paid 
directly to the genera] treasurer of the 
cluh, making a total of more than $5,000. In 
furtherance of the aforesaid objecta, sec- 
tions 1 and 2, article 9, appear to have 
been deliberately framed. They read: 
“Revenue of this club shall be derived 
from initiation fees, delegate tax, contri- 
butions by members, donations, etc.; also 
funds of this club shall be deposited in 
some bank designated by the Executive 
Committee in the names of the general 
President, Treasurer and Chairman of Ex- 
ecutive Committee, whose signatures shal] 
be necessary to draw a check for same.” 

In addition to the above “safeguards” all 
candidutes for elective or appointive office 
must come before this autocratic Executive 
Committee and receive a favorable report 
prior to their names being submitted to the 
Council of Delegates to be voted on. 

Such were the plans laid by this “‘disin- 
terested and patriotic group of reformers.” 
The originators and a few delegates pro- 
tested, but many of the newly elected 
delegates djd not “understand” (as 
they do to-day), and the honorable wishes 
of the few were voted down, some of 
the old officers and members left the club, 
and it was by such tactics that this once 
powerful and prosperous club hag been re- 
duced to little more than a corporal’s guard 
in the City of St. Louis. 

True, it retained the honored and beloved 
name of Bryan, in open violation of the 
expressed wish of that great leader. In St. 
Louls those posing now and in the Instance 
under consideration retained the name but 
forsook the principles; as no reference in 
any part of the proposed or revised con- 
stitution is made to the Chicago platform, 
bimetallism or the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver and gold at 16 to 1; and when 
such matters were introduced as suitable 
to be embodied In the articles governing the 
club they were immediately voted down by 
these would-be reformers. 

All are familiar with the disgraceful man- 
ner in which the power and authority of 
the Council of Delegates was usurped by 
Messrs. Greyson and Vrooman when they 
decided, without having been previously 
voted on by the Council, to oppose the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Higgins for Excise Com. 
missioner; also how they did basely drag 
the honored name of ex-Gov. Stone before 
the public for the position and took a petition 
to Jefferson City without authority from 
the delegates, when it finally turned out to 
be Jim Butler that was Mr. Higgins’ oppo- 
nent and not Gov. Stone. 

Again, the old and parent organization of 
the Workingmen’s Bryan Club, with head- 
quarters at 604 Market street, repeatedly de- 
manded from Messrs. Greyson and Leitch 
the return of the membership roll of 12,00), 
and the ward books, maps, etc., which 
belonged to the original organization. 
This was refused and the roll of member- 
ship has never been turned into the old club, 
neither have its books or papers been turned 
over to the proper officers, 

Considering these matters and the recent

ANOTHER REGISTRATION. 


Voters Who Have Moved May Get on 
the Books. 


it is now a settled fact that there must be 
another registration for the schoo] election, 

The Election Commissioners at first be 
lieved that the amendments made to thé 
general election law by the recent Legisla- 
ture would allow the school election to be 
held without another registration, but such 
is found not to be the case. 

The amendment provides that no registra- 
tion is necessary before an election to set- 


tle some question like taxes or a charter re- 
vision, but It is found that a registration 
must be held prior to every election where 
candidates for office are to be voted for by 


| the people. 


This information, or rather interpretation 
of the law, was determined upon by the 
Election Commissioners after holding a con- 
sultation with City Counselor Marshall last 
Thursday. 

This additional] registration will now run 
the cost of the school election up to $60,000, 
instead of $20,000, as at first figured on. 

Therefore, registration, canvassin of 
precincts by clerks, and revision of the 
registration will take place as at the May- 
oralty election, the same judges and clerks 
serving. The day of registration will be 
Tuesday, April 27. 
the precincts Wednesday and Thursday, 
April 2 and 29. Notices to persons who are 
thought to have moved will be sent Friday 
April 30, by the clerks, and the board will 
sit for revision, Saturday, May 1. This will 
give the people who did not register in 
March a chance to get their names on the 
books.

delivered to these offices by 12 o'clock 
noon on the day following the day of 
election. 

Many clerks of election canvassed 
their precincts so carelessly that many 
names are on the books which ®hould 
not be there. These names should be all 
checked for erasing at this revision. 

Complaints are numerous that names 
of voters who received no notices were 
struck from the lists. Clerks who report 
names for erasing, without sending the 
voter two notices, are liable to impfis- 
onment one year in jail. These notices 
are the essential safeguards of the reg- 
istration, and the commissioners are 
specially called on by section 26 of the 
election law to prosecute clerks who 
neglect their duty in such a criminal 
way. 

You will avoid prosecution by ac- 
cepting these suggestions from the Elec- 
tion Commissioners. The majority of 
judges and clerks are careful in the per- 
formance of their duties, in compliance 
with the law. Some of them are not. We 
wish to advise you that if the judges 
and clerks of election fail to comply 
with the law in any particular at this 
election, the Election Commissioners 
will feel obliged to prosecute them as the 
law directs. 

The commissioners further suggest 
that the judges and clerks read care- 
fully all sections of the election laws 
bearing upon their duties.

THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


Sec. 3. Said Executive Committee shall be 
Charged with the general conduct and con- 
trol of the affairs of the Democratic party 
in the City of St. Louis, subject to the 
supervision of the Central Committee. It 
Shall order all necessary primary elections 
and delegate conventions of the Democratic 
party in St. Louis, provided, that all such 
primary elections shall be held under the 
primary laws of the State under the su- 
pervision of the Board of Election Commis- 
siioners, and shall conduct the campaigns 
of the party in the City of St. Louis, shall 
raise and disburse all moneys necessary for 
legitimate party purposes and generally 
shall discharge all the duties and have all 
the powers usually and properly belonging 
to an Executive Committee of the Demo- 
cratic party, save as may be from time to 
time qualified by the said City Central Com- 
mittee. 

Sec. 4. The officers of the Executive Com- 
mittee shall continue to have and exercise 
the same powers and duties they now ex- 
ercise. The Executive Committee shall have 
power and it is made its duty to appoint 
all such committees of its body as may be 
necessary and proper, with such powers and 
duties as they now have by emocratic 
usage and custom, subject to the regula- 
tion of the Central Committee. 

THE TREASURER. 


Article 8. Section 1.—The treasurer of 
the Executive Committee shall keep in fair 
and permanent form accurate and comp'ete 
accounts of all moneys received or contrib- 
uted, with the source of its receipt and of 
all payments and expenditures, and the ob. 
jects of the same, which accounts shall al- 
ways be subject to the examination of the 
Executive and Central committees and to 
any members of the same. 

Sec. 2.—The treasurer shall likewise have 

rinted in neat and proper shape blank 
orms of receipts, with corresponding stubs, 
which he and any members of the Executive 


Commitee opr of the Finance Com-

Sec. 6. All expulsions of precinct or ward 
committeemen, which have been or which 
are made in the future, must be in compli- 
ance with these rules and conditions, and if 
any expulsions should not have been s0 
made, the right of appeal to the Judiciary 
Committee of the Executive Committee still 
exists with the right of reinstatement in 
case of injustice or a failure to prove the 
charges.

Most of the Bxecutive Committee is in 
favor of electing Given Campbel! Chairman 
of the new Exécutive Committee, as Mr.

TO HELP SMALL TRADERS. 


Agitation on ’Ghange Favoring Deals 
in 1,000-Bushel Lots. 


A movement to alter the custom of deal- 
ing in 5,000-bushel lots and lower the mini- 
mum to 1,000 bushels is talked about on 
‘Change. It is not a new movement. Fre- 
quent attempts to change the custom have 
been made in the past, but they never went 
further than the stage of discussion. 

There is no rule of the St. Louis Board 
of Trade forbidding trading in less than 
5,000 bushel lots. A minimum has not been 
Set, but custom has settled on 5,000 bushels, 
and for that reason it is more difficult to 
stir up sentiment to break it than if it 
were a hard and fast rule. 

The author of the present agitation is Mr. 
E. M. Taylor, who was formerly a partner 
with Mr. Redmond Cleary in the commission 
business, 

Mr. Taylor’s argument !s that_ 1,000-lot 
deals are recognized on the New York and 
Chicago boards. Further, he thinks that 
if the local board permitted 1,000-bushel 
deals, a great many men would patronize 
the board who can now deal in 1,000-bushel 
lots in the local market through the Price 

Donovan bucket shops. 

It is not argued that the movement would 
be in opposition to the brokers who deal 
exclusively from this point in the Chicago 
market. 

Mr, Taylor's movement is not meeting 
with any great encouragement among the 
big operators on 'Change. The commission 
men are wary of it. They get % of a cent 
commission, which would entitle them to 
$1.5 on a 1,000-bushel deal.. There would be 
mighty little in it for them unless the move- 
ment would immensely increase their trade. 

The general sentiment on ‘Change is that 
the movement is in the interest of a num- 
ber of men who cannot afford to put up, 
$250 to take a flyer in wheat on the regular 
board. They have to go to the bucket nepe 
instead of dealing in the regular way. The 
charge would not as some anticipate change 
pe pee of the $% privilege for ‘“‘puts”’ or 

calis.”’ 

Secretary George Morgan says the change 
has been talked about for months. “If the 
change were really wanted a petition would 
have been circulated long ago, and the mat- 
ter arranged in the regular way.’”’

HIRES A LAWYER. 


SHE WILL PROBABLY SUE THE 
BAPTIST HOSPITAL. 


HER HUSBAND WAS NEGLECTED. 


That Suppressed Suicide Likely to Give 
the Secretive Hospital Authori- 
ties More Trouble. 


The St. Louis Baptist Hospital, Garrison 
and Franklin avenues, has not heard the 
end of the Quinley suicide, all information 
of which was suppressed for two days by 
the hospital management, and finally 
brought to the attention of the Coroner by 
the Post-Dispatch. 

Mrs. Quinley, widow of the dead man, 
and her large family of small children are 
in almost destitute circumstances and have 
been deprived by his death of their sole 
means of support. 

It is not doubted that Mr. Quinley could 
have been restored to health and been for 
many years a useful member of society 
and a source of comfort and prosperity to 
his family. 

His death leaves his family dependent up- 
on friends and relatives. The widow has 
engaged the services of Hon. James H. 
Whitecotton, an attorney of Paris, Mo., to 
investigate the tragedy with a view to in- 
stituting proceedings for damages ainst 
the hospital. It is expected that udge 
Whitecotton will visit St. Louis shortly and 
work on the case. From all that can be 
learned it is doubtful if the hospital will 
be able to show satisfactorily that suffi- 
cient precautions were taken. 

Miss Olive Chambers, tle nurse, testified 
before the Coroner that Quinley appeared 
to her to be mentally unbalanced when car- 
ried into the ward. 

Dr. Waldo Briggs said that when he 
spoke to Quinley the morning before the 
suicide the patient sa'd a few words and 
then became siubbornly silent. In fact, all 
of the observations of the hospital authori- 
ties went to show that Quinley was not at 
re time @ person to be safely trusted 

one. 


When Mr. Kerr, his brother-in-law, heard 
of the suicide, the first thing he said was 
that he was not surprised. err knew that 
‘ Qulaley was in a deranged state of mind. 

he hospital authorities have asa de- 
fense or justification of their position the 
fact that the window was not open to in- 
vite Mr. Quinley to leap out of it, but that 
he had to raise the sash himself before he 
could get out. 

The attendant nurse, M!ss Chambers, was 
absent only a few minutes, but it is impos- 
sible to tell how long she would have re- 
mained out, had not Mr. Christy, the ney 
other =, beside Quinley in the war 
rung the bell for her. Then she hurried 
back, only to find, her patient gone. 

The subsequent proceedings on the 
of the hospital authorities present the 
pital side of the case in a bad light.

Early the day after the suicide the under- 
taker announced that he had everything 
fixed and it was all night. 

It was this worthy citizen, Charles S. Ber- 
gesch, who gave Dr. Briggs to undersiand 
that the Coroner quite approved of a cer- 
tificate stating that epilepsy was the cause 
of death, and who led Dr. Briggs to believe 
es the Coroner had cognizance of the 
acts. 

In justice to Dr. Briggs it must be said 
that his standing as a va rsician in St. Louis 
is such that no one will for an instant sus- 
pect that he would knowingly commit any 
rregularities. He frankly admits that he 
made a mistake in placing too much confi- 
dence in the off-handed statements made to 
him by the undertaker. 

It is probable that the attorney from Paris, 
Mo., will go into the case thoroughly and 
gét at all the facts and try the merits of the 
two issues in the courts. 
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Dr. C. C. Morris, Superintendent of the 
Hospital, says he is satisfied that the hos- 
pital is not to blame for Mr. Quinley’s sui- 


cide. The only thing the hospital can blame 
itself for is trying to suppress the story. 
Aside from that, Dr. Morris says, he feels 
that the institution cannot be blamed. 


DEFENDED RENFROW. 


Senator Orchard’s Visit Recalls a Cel- 
ebrated Murder Trial. 


Senator James Orchard, the only states- 
man in Missouri who runs to the Pefferian 
style of whiskers, arrived in St. Louis 


Thursday from his home at West Plains. 
When he is not engaged in politics, Senator 
Orchard practices law. few years 9g0 
he attained considerable prominence by 
reason of his connection with the Renfrow 
case, one of the most celebrated murder 
trials in the history of Southern Missouri. 

Peter Renfrow killed a Constable at a 
country picnic in Texas County, because 
the Constable was abusing one of Renfrow’s 
brothers in a manner which he believed to 
be unwarranted. Senator Orchard was re- 
tained by Renfrow, and although heroic ef- 
forts were made, after several trials the 
final decree from the Supreme Court was 
that Renfrow must hang. It appeared that 
there was no earthly power able to save 
him. He was confined in the jail at Spring- 
fleld and the day of execution was rap!dly 
approaching. Renfrow saved himself. B 
a superhuman effort he escaped from jail, 
permitting a dozen other prisoners to go 
with him. He has never: been captured, 
nd yp it has been four years since the 
jail delivery. 

There is a Southwest Missouri legend that 
Renfrow is living the life of a hermit in an 
isolated cave down in Texas or Shannon 
Counties, but the cave has never been lo- 
cated by the officers. In fact, there seems 
to be no objection if Renfrow is never 
apprehended, for despite the court decisions 
against him he has the sympathy of a great 
many people.

MASTER AND DIED. 


TIMOTHY O’CONNELL’S RESCUE 
FROM DEATH BY FIRE. 


‘A TERRIER GAVE THE ALARM. 


The Old Man Couldn’t Get Out of Bed, 
but the Dog Attracted 
Assistance. 


Timothy O'Connell, 75 years eld and crip- 
pled narrowly escaped being burned to 
death at his home, 3716 LaSalle street, early 
Friday morning.

Topsy clung bravely to the coveriet until 
the flames burst through the floor. Then 
she jumped on the bed and tugged at her 
master, who was wide awake, but helpless. 

Patrolman Terry of the Mounted District, 
who was passing the house, heard the do 
barking. e turned back and  peepec 
through the shutters. A glance sufficed to 
show him the room was filled with flames. 

With the aid of Patrick Kinealy of 8712 
La Salle street Terry forced the front door 
open. 

They could see little through the smoke, 
but they could hear the old man weakly 
i for help and the barking of the 
dog. 

They fought their way through the smoke 
and carried the old man out. 

There was no time to think of saving the 
dog. As soon as her master was saved 
Topsy ceased her frantic barking. She 
met the fate from which she had saved her 
master, and was found Friday morning 
burned to a crisp on top of the charred 
bedclothes. 

Mr. O'Connell was slightly burned about 
the head. :

}source of revenue. The house adjoining 
the one in which he so nearly met his death 
had Seen vacant for a week.

He s@ys anattempt was made 
to burn the house five weeks ago, and that 
somebody has been trying to break in 
every night for several weeks.

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THE ST. LOUIS 
BILL OF LADING 


THE MANUFACTURERS’ ASSOCIA- 
TION’S ATTITUDE DEFINED. 


WHAT IT WILL ACCOMPLISH. 
Secretary biiabieil oes the Handling 
of Freight Would Become a Traf- 
fic Expense on the Railroads, 


Secretary Tom Cannon of the St. Louis 
Manufacturers’ Association explains the at- 
titude of that body towards the St. Louis 
Bill of Lading in the following interview: 

“There are at present three systems of 
handling the commerce of St. Louis before 
and after it reaches the railroads termi- 
mating on the East Side. Those systems 
are: 

“), Via the Terminal! Railroad and 
brit lges. With a few exceptions the cost 
per owt. by this route is 2 cents and quite a 
large per cent of the shipments 1% cents 
per cwrt. Unless this charge is ab- 
sorbed by the railroads it becomes a bridge 
arbitrary and is itemized in each bill asa 
direct tax, which is objectionable. 

“The object of the St. Louis Manufact- 
urers’ Association is to remove that ar- 
bitrary as a direct tax and merge thé 


charge into a through bill of lading with 
the bridge charge not to appear as an 
item. 

“Wherever this has been done both on 
St. Louls business and the business of 
other @ities the railroads have very quickly 
thereafter absorbed the bridge charge and 
issued bills of lading at the same rate as 
from the opposite side of the river. 

“A St. Louis bill of lading, plus the bridge 
charge, is now asked for. Where a St, Louis 
bill of lading has been obtained it is issued 
at an East St. Louis rate because of the 
fact that when the bridge charge is made 
competitive, the rallroads absorb it in order 
to get business. 

‘2. There is another obstacle to St. Louis 
trade in the way of transfer charge in use 
by the St. Louis Transfer Co. This charge is 
a sliding scale ranging from 25 cents fora 
minimum package, and as high as 3) cents 
per 100, and includes a store-door delivery 
on East St. Louis shipment and reception 
of goods. This is the second obstacle to a 
St. Louis bill of lading, and will be the 
hardest to adjust at regular rates if it can 
be accémplished in any other way than by 
using a St. Louis bill of lading and not an 
Hast St. Louis. 

“The class of business carried by this 
sliding scale ids through individual contracts. 
From this system has arisen the idea that 
it is best to ship on an East St. Louis bill of 
lading, because of the prompses delivery of 

oods to the trains and from the trains to 

he different firms of the city. 

“Tf a St. Louis bill of lading was used it 
would necessitate the railroads now on the 
east side of the river and using the Trans- 
fer Company as a connecting line to come 
to this side of the river with their own 
terminals and depots, or to make traffic ar- 
rangements and use the terminals and de- 
pots now on this side. 

“If that condition of affairs were in ex- 
istence the trains that now stop on the east 
side of the river coming to the city, and 
are there torn to pleces and the goods dis- 
tributed, would come directly across the 
river and the goods be distributed on this 
side from the different depots. The receiv- 
ers would make their own arrangements and 
have the goods delivered to their’ store 
doors from six to twenty-four hours earlier 
than the goods now come across. 

“If the trains wife, | St. Louis on the 
different roads were all made up on this 
side of the river and carried across it would 
dispense with the tearing of those trains to 
pieces on the other side of the river and 
reloading the different -trains and cars for 
final shipment. This would result in the 
sending out of goods from the other side 
of the river from esix to twenty-four hours 


quicker than is now done. 

“A St. Louis bill of lading will accomplish 
the above results and will adjust 
the bridge charge at not over 2 
cents er hundredweight dispensing 
with the fluctuating charges now 


under the head of store-door delivery. . It 
would have the business of St. Louis done 
jin St. Louis, and would expedite the de- 
livery of goods coming here and the de- 
rture of goods leaving here.

6 experience of the past, where a 
eimilar condition exists, is that almost im- 
mediately after terminal costs have been 
handied by the railroads, as a traffic ex- 
pense and not as a direct tax on every 
shipment, the arbitrary charged by termi- 
nals or transfers has been absorbed by the 
railroad companies. That is to say in this 
case, the East St. Louis rate would become 
the St. Louis rate on East Side business 
the same as it now does on all Western 
business passing through St. Louts. But 
whether the terminal and transfer charges 
are absorbed or not, we assert that the 
terminal charges at St. Louis to-day are 
fair as compared to those of other cities 
similarly situated. 

“There is not a business man in this city 
but will admit that these terminal com- 

anies, organized for the purpose of trans- 

neh agy | the commerce of this city to and 
from the Past Side, are entitled to a divi- 
dend on their investments.
